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XIV.—WAGES. 
No. 39—State Basic Wage. 

Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 

The first decision of the Court tookeffect on the lst July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s.0d. 
for males and £2 5s. 11d. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the Ist July, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. Od. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 5s. 11d. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. Od. and £2 Is. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926, which remained unaltered until Ist July, 1929.

WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the months of July, August and September, 1944. 


July.—Widespread but rather irregularly distributed rains were received during July. The 
Kimberley Division received only a few light scattered showers, but in the remaining divisions 
the average totals for the month ranged from 74 points in the De Grey Division to 736 points 
on the Central Coast. 


More than the usual July rainfall was received in the De Grey, Fortescue, East Gascoyne, 
Central and South Coasts, Eucla, and Wiluna Divisions, but in the remaining divisions (7.e., in 
the Kimberleys, the West Gascoyne, the agricultural districts, and the South-Eastern Division) 
the rainfall in each division as a whole was less. 


In the agricultural districts the average shortages were 74 points in the north coastal agri- 
cultural area, 35 points in the north-eastern wheatbelt, and 42 points in the South Central Division. 
Small surpluses, however, were received throughout a belt extending from New Norcia to Nungarin, 
and in small areas near Dudinin and Gnowangerup. 


The heaviest downpours occurred on the Darling Ranges and the coastal plain extending 
from the metropolitan area to Brunswick Junction. The principal totals at individual stations 
included 1,234 points at Brunswick Junction, 1,184 points at Jarrahdale, 997 points at Mundaring, 
955 points at Pinjarra, and 906 points at Kalamunda. 


In Perth rain fell on 24 days and aggregated 833 points, as compared with the July normal 
of 669 points. 
The month’s rains in the south-western districts generally and more particularly in the lower 


south-west were widely distributed over the period, and rain was reported from Collie on every 
day, and on 28 days at Bridgetown, Boyup Brook, Kalamunda, and Fremantle. 


The frequency of rains with abundant cloud, together with the predominance of north-westerly 
winds in the southern half of the State, were associated with a marked preponderance of unusually 
mild night temperatures, and frosts were limited almost entirely to the South-Eastern Division, 
but fogs extended over a large portion of the southern districts on the 24th. 


The lowest temperatures reported were 30 degrees at Bridgetown and 31 degrees at Donny- 
brook on 14th July, and 30th degrees at Rawlinna and Southern Cross on 9th July. In Perth 
temperature ranged from 68-7 degrees on 6th July to 42-3 degrees on 8th July. The mean maxi- 
mum temperature (63-5 degrees) was 0-7 degrees above normal and the mean minimum tempera- 
ture (50-6 degrees) was 2-8 degrees above normal. 


Stormy conditions were rather frequent on the south-west coast from Perth southwards and 
in Perth storm conditions prevailed for about 22 hours on Saturday, 26th July.

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_ __August.—The rainfall in August was below normal in most districts, but surpluses were recorded 
in the De Grey, Fortescue, Gascoyne and South-Eastern divisions. 


The agricultural areas received useful rains, the amounts averaging 183 points in the Central 
South Division, 174 points in the North Coastal agricultural district and 151 points in the Central 
North Division, but the previous month’s tendency for lighter rainfall in the agricultural districts 
became more marked in August, and the shortages in the wheat-belt and on the south-west and 
south coasts ranged from 24 per cent. on the Central and South Coasts to 18 per cent. in the Central 
South Divisions. 


In the pastoral districts conditions varied greatly, the Kimberley Divisions experiencing a 
rainless month, while the Gascoyne, Fortescue and South-Eastern Divisions received much more 
rain than is usual in August; unofficial reports indicate that in portions of the West Gascoyne 
the rains over large areas were much heavier than is indicated by the data from areas served by 
the official recording stations. In the DeGrey Division the rains, though above normal, averaged 
only 45 points. 


So far as official telegraph reporting stations in the pastoral areas are concerned, the highest 
total was 375 points at Boolardy, but authentic unofficial advices record more than five inches 
in parts of the West Gascoyne Division. In the South Western districts the heaviest rains occurred 
on parts of the south coast, the principal totals being 556 points at Greenbushes and 553 points 
at Donnybrook. The Central Coastal district also received heavy rain, 520 points falling at Rott- 
nest Island and 537 points at Mundaring. The Perth rainfall total of 414 points was 160 points 
below the August normal. 


The month’s rains were derived mainly from combinations of tropical and southern atmos- 
pheric depressions developing on the western edge of vast anticyclonic formations, which covered 
nearly all Australia and maintained exceptionally dry August weather in the south-eastern States. 
Northerly winds predominated and were associated with mild temperatures which, no doubt, 
assisted in maintaining the favourable seasonal trend. 


Temperatures in Perth ranged from 73-3 degrees on 12th August to 41-6 degrees on 20th 
August. The mean maximum temperature in the city (65-5 degrees) was 1-6 degrees above 


normal and the mean minimum temperature (49-6 degrees) was 1-2 above. 


A feature of the month’s weather was the severe westerly gale which reached a maximum 


velocity of 77 miles per hour on the morning of 31st August.

September.—After two months of less than normal rainfall in a large portion of the agricultural 
districts, there was a welcome revival in rainstorm activity in the south-western quarter of the 


State in September, average registrations being exceeded to an extent which ranged from 41 per 
cent. in the South Central Division to 17 per cent. in the North Coastal agricultural region. A 
moderate rainfall surplus was reported also from the Eucla Division and from a considerable portion 
of the South-Eastern Division, but the rainfall in the northern sub-tropics was negligible in amount, 
and the tropical half of the State experienced a rainless month. 
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The month’s rainfall was heaviest on the South Coast, registrations averaging more than 
five inches, but the rains on the Central Coast and in the hill districts near Perth were also heavy, 
and averaged 462 points. At individual stations in these divisions the principal totals included 
Collie, 838 points; Pemberton, 795 points; Jarrahdale, 771 points ; Manjimup, 702 points ; 
and Brunswick Junction, 681 points. Perth received 435 points ; Kalamunda, 616 points; and 
Mundaring, 616 points. 


In the agricultural districts a particularly gratifying feature of a generally satisfactory month’s 
rainfall was the heavy falls in the more easterly and southerly sections of the wheatbelt. Crops, 
which in earlier months had suffered somewhat owing to deficient rains, benefited greatly and 
water supplies were replenished. At individual stations in the southern districts the highest totals 
included 395 points at Darkan, 332 points at Wandering, 318 points at Williams, and 303 points 
at Arthur River. In the northern districts the principal totals were 285 points at Walebing, 259 
points at Toodyay, and 228 points at Moora. 


Temperatures during the month, and more particularly at night, were mostly above normal, 
but a few frosts were registered in the south-western districts. The lowest temperature recording 
was 32 degrees at Wandering on 9th September. In the north-western tropics temperatures of 
100 degrees or more were unusually frequent for September, the highest reading being 104 degrees 
at Derby on 23rd September. Centuries were also reported from Marble Bar, Anna Plains, Derby, 
Broome, and Port Hedland. In Perth temperatures ranged from 80-3 degrees on 11th September 
to 42-1 degrees on 28th September.
